8 The Chriſtian Religion is famous, 
above all other dy ſtemz, for its plaipneſs 
and ſimplicity in Principle, tending di- 


the Salvation of Men; ſo are its Dictates, its Rules, 
its Doctrines and Revelations, without Diſguiſes. 
No doubtful Anſwers are given by the Divine Oracle; 
but the Law is nigh unto thee, even in thy Mouth, 


it is neither to be mounted for up to Heaven, or 
div'd for into the Deep; tis a written Letter, and he 


that runs may read it. Sincerity rather than Learn- 
ing has always been required in the Study of it, and 
ſearching the Scriptures, is a Work ſubjected ro the 
meaneit Capacities, the Spirit of God being alwavs 
ready to Interpret the Word of God to all thoſe 
who with an humble defire to be Inſtructed, implore 
his Teaching, and are fincerely refolv'd to be Obe- 
dient to the heavenly Viſion. 
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When we find then any profeſſing the Chriſtian 
Religion, fly to Shifts, equivocal Expreſſions, par- 
rial Interpretations, and dilligent raiſing, rather than 
ſolving Doubts in the Interpretation of plain Scrip- 
ture, it is no breach of Charity to conclude of ſuch, 
that they are in the Wrong, rather than thoſe, who 
in Obedience to our blefled Lord's Command, will- 
ingly ſearch and believe the Scripture in whatſoever 
they Teſtify of him. 

This Mark of Diſtinction, and this alone, rights 
ly obſerv'd, will effectually guide us in our making 
a judgment both of the Principles and of the Per- 
ſons that now diſturb che Peace of God's Church in 
this Nation. 

The Diſpute at Bottom, I mean the Subſtance 
of the Difference among us, is evidently the 
ſame it has been from the Beginning (vix.) Whe- 
ther Jeſus Chriſt be a God ora meer Man? the 
ſame Objections againſt our Faith in the Son of God 
as were rais'd by the firſt Oppoſers of it in the 
Chriſtian Church, are reviv'd and inſiſted upon now, 
only that they are gloſs d over with the Sophiſtry of 
Words, and new invented coverings are fram d to 
bide che Poiſon of the firſt Hereſy. Error endea-- 
vours to appear in Maſquerade that ſhe might» not 
be known by her natural Deformities, and might be 
miſtaken for the heavenly beautiful Thing call'd 
Truth, by Ignorant unwaty Minds, 

As is the Doctrine ir ſelf, ſuch is the Conduct of 
thoſe that Support and Encourage it; by this Mark 
you may know them, ſhifting the plain interpreta- 
tion of Scriptures, and deceiving us with new 
Gloſſes of Words, flying to the Diſguiſes of Words 
to cover the Frand of Practice : But I come to the 
Foint before me directly. It they deſire to look back, 
2nd to have the paſt Conduct of the anti- trinita- 
. * . | ran 
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nan Party examin'd, I am ready to do it, and to fix 
the ſame Character upon their Conduct by undeni- 
able Evidence, even beginning at Arius himſelf. 
But as I ſaid I chooſe to come to the Point. 
Some of the Diſſenting Miniſters and Preachers 
(1 ſay Preachers, for all preſent were not, as I find 
fence, ordain'd Miniſters) mer together at Saltar's- 
Hall, to determine of what they ſhould do with 
reſpect to the Breach among ſome of their Brethren 
the Diſſenting Miniſters at Exceſter. 
lt could hardly be expected that the Advice which 
it was propos d ſhould be given to the Miniſters at 
Exceſter ſhould be very ſound, nor was it hkely to 
be etietual, whilſt it was not firſt derermin'd he- 
ther the Aſſembly. in whoſe Name it was to be gi- 
ven, and by whoſe Suffrage it was to be concerted 
and drawn np, where Unanimous in their Principles 
concerning what thoſe Diviſions were rais'd for, and 
the Adviſe was to be given clearly in the main 
Point on what thoſe Differences ſubſiſted; and there- 
fore the firſt enquiry moſt naturally revolv'd into 
the Diſpute about their own Principles, before they 
enter d into thoſe of their Brethren. 
In this Enquiry, thoſe who had before given too 
juſt Cauſe ot Suſpicion, with relation ro their 
Frinciples, ſubtilly evading the Queſtion, began a 
complaint of the Breach of Chaity, unchriſtian 
Cenfures, and the hard Dealings of tome People 
with ſuch Minifters as might not, in all Things, 
agree to ſome mifterious Points in Divinity in the 
fame manner as others underſtood them, and how 
they were reproach'd as favourers of Hereſy, be- 
cauſe they might not be ſo clear in the Inter pretation 
of ſome Scriptures concerning the Perſon of Chriſt 
as others expected them to be, and the like.

Theſe and ſich like Complaints, might very well 
be ſuppos'd to bring on a Debate concerning the 
main Point in Queſtion, (viz.) The Divinity of 
Chriſt ; and it was very natural, whether they were 
the Words of any of the other Miniſters or no, I 
ſay it was very natural to return, that the moſt 
effectual way for any Miniſter who thought it hard 
to be cenſur'd as unſound in Doctrine, was to make 
& publick Recognition of his Faith in the one Point in 
Controverſy, viz. the Doctrine of the Holy Trinity, 

The return to this was ſo far from refuting the 
reaſonableneſs of it, or entring into the Queſtion it 
ſelt of the ſaid Doctrine of the Trinity, that it 
run out into paſſionate and fatyrical Reflections and 
Complaints, about Creed making and Impoſitions; 
charging thoſe who freely and openly declar'd them- 
ſeives ready to give an Account of their Faith, and to 
co i Chriſt to be God equal with the Father, with im- 
poling NEW CREEDS, and putting Forms of 
their own making upon them, refuſing ro accept of 
a plain Acknowledgment of their Faith in the expreſs 
literal Terms in the Scripture. 

I need not repeat here the unjuſt Exclamations 
made 'by ſome hot Men againſt Perſecution and In- 
quiſition, and ſome other indecencies, which for the 
ſake of Religion it ſelf, 1 chooſe to omit ; as if a 
defire that Men ſhould let their Principles be known to 
thoſe who they are employ'd to inſtruct, was an un- 
becoming Enquiry in their Brethren of the ſame 
Communion ; or that becauſe they were under no 
Epiſcopal Jurisdiction, they ſhould therefore be 
nnder no Obligation to give an Account of their 


Faith even as often as they were required, much 


more when they were ſo juſtly required. 
Such Men certainly forger that when they receiv'd 
their Ordination from the Miniſters their Brethren 
5 and

and fellow Servants of Feſus Chrif, and where 
thereby admitted to the Paftoral Charge in the 
ſeveral Congregations they ſerve (I mean ſuch as 
have been ſo Ordain'd) they were required by 
the Miniſters who Ordain'd them to give an Ac- 
count or Declaration of their Faith in the great 
and principle Articles of the Chriftian Religion, 
and that they did then allow that thoſe Miniſters 
had a ſufficient Authority to require it of them, 
as alſo that it was on the Satisfaction in the par- 
ticular Heads of the Declaration of their Faith 
then made, that they were admitted as Minifters, 
and accepted as Paſtors by the reſpective Con- 
gregations committed to their Charge ; nay, it 
was in the expreſs Terms of thoſe Declarations, 
that they were ordain'd Minifters, and acce 
Paftors, Hence it is moſt juſt that the ſame Mi- 
niſters who ordain'd them, and Congregations 
which accepted them, ſhould certainly have the 
ſame Righe, and Power, at any time after, to 
enquire of them, if they continued ſtedfaft in the 
ſame Doctrine in the Terms of which they were 
receiv'd as Miniſters, and to require them to 
make a publick Declaration of it as before ; and 
upon their not ſo continuing Stedfaft, or refuſe- 
ing to declare theic Opinion, to reje and re- 
fuſe them. 

If this be not ſo, they have not rejected Epiſ- 
copal Jurisdiction only, but rejected all Order 
and Government in Chriſt Church. 

Thoſe among them who calls themſelves Pres- 
byterians, and yet deny this, ſhould do well to 
anſwer the 4th Section of the XXth Article of 
the Confeſlions of Faith formerly receiv'd here 
by the Aſſembly of Divines, and ftill acknow- 


ledg'd as the Confeſſion of Faith of che Presby- 
te ſian

terlan Churches in Scotland, in Ireland, and iti 
moft parts of England. : | 

As for thoſe who call themſelves Independents 
or Congregational, their own Principles ac- 
knowledge that the reſpective Churches have 
Power, upon all Occaſions to enquire into the 
Principles of their Paſtors, and chat upon any 
Defection of their ſaid Paftors from the Chri- 
ftian Faith on the Profeſſion whereof they were 
admitted, they may be rejected; this is con- 


firm'd by the Vth Article of the Infticution of 


Churches, and Order appointed to them, an- 
nex'd to the Confeflion of the Congregational 


Churches in England, deliver'd in at their Gene- 


ral Meeting at the Savoy, Anno. 1658, in theſe 
Words. | 

e Particular Churches appointed by Authori- 
* ty of Chriſt, and intruſted with Power from 
© him for the Ends before expreſs'd, are each 
« of them, as unto thoſe Ends, the Seat of the 
© Power which he is pleas d to communicate to 
« his Saints and Subjects in this World, and as 
ce ſuch they receive it immediately from himſelf. 

If then particular Churches have all the 
Power that Chriſt is pleas'd to communicate to 
his Subje&s in this World, they have certainly 


Power to oblige their Miniſters, if they ſee 


Cauſe to diſtruſt the ſoundneſs of their Princi- 
ples, to make new Declarations of their Faith, 
even as often as the ſaid Churches ſee Cauſe to 
Queſtion them thereof. 

The XVIIIth Article of the ſame Inſtitution 
fays alſo, © That every Church has Power to 
** Cenſure any Member thereof (not excepting 
„the Miniſter) who walk not according to the 
** Rules and Laws appointed by Feſus Chriſt itt 

« relpet 
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« reſpetof FAITH and LIFE, ſo the juſt 
<* Offence doth ariſe to the Church thereby. Vd. 
Declaration of Faith, and Order of the Con- 
gregational Churches, * 37. 

he Author of the Preface to the ſaid Decla- 
ration of the Congregational Churches, alſo 
begins the ſaid Preface, which was approv'd b 
the whole Body, with theſe Words; Confef- 
** fionof the Faith that is in us when juftly call'd 
T to it, is ſo indiſpenſible a Duty all Men owe 
** to the Glory of God, the Sovereign, that it 
* is rank'd among the Duties of the Firſt Com- 4 
e mandment, and is therefore, by St. Paul, 1

ctimate all the Suſpicions that can be entertain'd 
of their ſoundneſs in Principle. 

I have been inform'd, and believe it to be true, 
that Mr. 7 — a Diſſenting Miniſter near Lon- 
don, having given Occaſion to his Hearers to 
doubt the Soundeſs of his Principles, wich re- 
ſpect to the Divinity, was ask d this Queſtion by 
a worthy and honourable Member of the Con- 
gregation, if he remember'd the Articles of the 
Confeilion of his Faith which he publickly made 
at his Ordination and Induction to the Church, 
and that having anſwer'd in the Affirmative, he 
was then ask'd if he pleas'd to repeat them, to 
which he reply'd, that he bad alter'd his Opini- 
on in ſome Things — or to that purpoſe. 

This Anſwer, if it was fo, for 1 am not ſure 

to the very Words, was Plain and Ingenuous, 
had he cavill'd at the reaſonableneſs of the De- 
mand at its being improper to multiply Decla- 
rations and Creeds, had he inſiſted upon its be- 
ing a Perſecution and an Inquiſition, and broke 
with his People in a Paſſion, what would have 
been the Conſequence but this, he would have 
manifeſted the Alteration of his Opinion as 
much, but with leſs Moderation and Decency, 
which I cake to be the Caſe exactly here, where 
the Perſons being ſupported by ſome Men of 
Character (who even without the Error have 
brought themſelves into the Scandal of it by their 
ne2dlefs Punctilo) loſt their Temper, and diſco- 


5 ver d their Principle not at all to the Advantage 
5 of their Characters, ſhe wing as much weakneſs 
3 in their Paſſion, as they did before Subtilty in 
© their Deſign, | 


It would a little Palliate the manner of their 
Preceedings, if they could, after 2 
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of Weight, as a ſufficient ObjeRion againſt the 
Requeſt that was made them, (w3z.) to clear 
themſelves from Suſpicion concerning their Opi- 
nions by ſubſcribing to what was offer'd, and 
pray what was«it that was offer'd for them to 
ſubſcribe to? Was it any more than this, viz. 
to ſubſcribe to what they had already ſubſcrib'd to? 
Had there indeed been any new Creed offer'd, 
had Mr. Bradbury, as has been fooliſhly Suggeſt- 
ed, offer'd a Pocket Creed to them, there had 
then been room for ſome Reflection, tho' not 
for all the unmannerly Treatment of that 
Gentleman, which has been given him both 
in Print and otherwiſe. 

| fay, had any new Creed been offer'd them, 
or had they been deſired to make any new De- 
claration of their Faith, or had they not all of 

them, at leaſt ſuch as are Paſtors, ſab{crib'd already 
to the very Words that were now offered them, 
they had then had ſome room to talk of poſition 

and Perſecution ; but here was nothing propos d 
to them, but in a few Words to declare, that 
they I believ d as they had formerly declard 
they did believe, or otherwiſe to acknowledge as 
the Gentleman above honeftly has acknowledg'd, 
(viz) That they had alter'd their Judgment 
fince that Time, which ic is feard, is at the Bot- 
tom of it all. 

This was fo juſt a Requeſt, and their Brethren 
had ſo much a right to make their Requeſt, and 
and to inſiſt upon it alſo, that I cannot ſee one 
Reaſon can be given againſt ir, I am ſure I have 
not yet ſeen any ſhadow of a Reaſon produc'd 
againſt it, and indeed it is evident that for want 
of good Reaſons againſt this, that weak Cavil 
has been rais'd of ſome Men taking upon them 
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to impoſe new Creeds, nothing of which ap- 
pears or was ſo much as intended; but the 
Queſtion is in ſhort Ibas, and tis fo plain that 
there is no evading of it, there have been ſome 
Jealouſies, ſome Reports, ſome Suggeſtions, ſome 
Suſpicions, let them give it any other lighter 
ſofter Term, that fome of thoſe Men have en- 
tertain'd the newly revivd Errors in Doctrine as 
to the Trinity: To wipe off which, and effectu- 
ally to anſwer all the Objections, it was mov'd 
that all the Miniſters ſhould declare that which 
they fill adher'd to, the Confeflion of Faith 
which they all made at their Ordination, and 
which they have ſince fubfcrib'd to by virtue of 
the Act of Toleration, and in a Word, give it 
under their Hands, that they continu'd ſtedfaſt 
in the Doctrine, in the Terms of they which 
have been receiv'd as Minifters, and tollerated 
as Preachers of found Doctrine. 

And where pray is the hardſhip of all this, and 
what but having embrac'd new and reſery'd con- 
ceal'd Principles can occaſion any Man's ſcru- 

ling to come into ſuch a Recognition of his 
ormer Profeflion. 

It is ſaid ſome have anſwer'd, that they are en- 
tirely right with ſubſcribing Party in Doctrine, 
and ready to declare their Opinion upon all juſt 
Occaſions, but they would not be impoſed upon 
if chere are any ſuch who on the Punctilio of 
Honour, or a pique at what they may call 
aſſuming in their Brethren, have ventured to 
ſupport, (ſo far as their going off with that 
Party has ſupported them) a ſet of Men who it is 
apparent ſeperated upon a worſe Principle, I ſay 
if chere be any ſuch, I pray God give them Re- 
pentance, and reftore them to a clearer ght of 

their

their Duty, than for a Pique founded either i. 
Pride or Paſſion, for other Foundations it can- 
not have to decline that. ſolemn Recognition of 
their Faith in God their Saviour, which it ought 
to have been their Glory to have joyn'd in, and 
which they ought to have thought it a favourable 
Providence to have ſuch an Occaſion to joynin, 
at a time when the _ of the Perſon of 
Chrift, which has been ſo long acknowledg'd in 
his Church, and which they themſelves have 
taught their Congregations to believe in, is ſo 
notorious oppugn'd,and the Heterodox Opinions 
of Arius Socinus and other Hereticks, ſo artfully 
couch'd, and with all poſſible Sophiſtry and Jug- 


gle conceal'd, and yer tacitly introduc'd among 
us. . 


If thoſe Men have not preach d Chriſt in vain 
among us, and if our Faith receiv'd by medium 
of their Miniſtration is not vain, Why ſhould 
they decline, nay, why not cheerfully embrace 
every Opportunity to declare the ſoundneſs of 
their Faith, and their continuing in the Apoſto- 
lick Doctrine of the Divinity of the Son of 
God, and why joyn at ſo critical a time as this 
with thoſe, who do not decline to acknowledge 
that they have altered their Opinion; is it not 
at leaſt countenancing the Party who now ſet 
themſelves up to bring the Godhead of Chriſt 
(which theſe ſay they own) into Diſpute among 
us, or do they think they can prevail co have ic 
ſaid, that it was not the Divinity of Chriſt that was 
now the Queſtion, but the Right the other Mini- 
ſters had ro demand of them a new Declacation. 
Abſurd Nicety ! has not every ſingle Chriſti- 
an 2 right to ask of their Minilter what his Be- 
lief is, concerning the eſſential Points of Reli- 
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? „dave not every Enemy a Right to 
Ts Confeſion of Chriſt ? is it a piece of 
ſubzection to render an Account of the Faith that is 
in us, or is it not rather an Ho. out for a Miniſter of 
Chriſt to render to the meaneſt Enquirer a Confeſ- 
fon of his Lord and Maſter, and of his Faith in 
him? Was ever ſuch an Anſwer given in the Primi - 
tive Iimes, when to own ones ſelf to be a Chriſtian, 
was a Certain Introduction to Martyrdom ? yet, I 
fay, did ever Chriſtian when he was ask'd by the 
meaneſt Roman Soldier whether he was a Chriſtian 
or not, Anſwer, thou haſt no right to ask me this 
neftion; but did they not rather Glory in con- 
feffing Chriſt at the price of their lives? 

But how, when a number of their Bretheren Mi- 
niſters propoſe a Recognition of a point of Doctrine 
to Diſtinguiſh themſelves from thoſe, from whom 
it ought to be eſteem d their Honour to be diſtin- 
guiſh'd, they not only refus'd to Recognize the ſame 
Doctrine they had ſo often, and on fo many Occa- 
ſions profeſs'd, but joyn with the known Perverters 
of that Doctrine, to the great Scandal of the Pro- 
teſtant Diſſenters, and Confuſion of their Hearers 
and fellow Chriſtians, and all this upon the Ridi- 
culous Nicety of the Minifters having no right to 
impoſe their Recognition upon them. | 
And when all is done and ſaid concerning impo- 
ſing, it really was not impos d but propos d, and 
cou d more Temper have been preſerv'd (a thing I 
am ſorry to mention, it might have been calmly 
argu'd, and they might perhaps ha ve ſuffer'd them- 
ſelves to have been perſwaded, rather to have glori- 
fy'd the exalted Redeemer in a juſt Recognition of 
his eternal Power and Godhead, than to have ſo far 
encouraꝑ d thoſe that detrat from his Dignity, whoſe 
Principles at the ſame time they profeſs not to believe. 
But

But to talk then no more of their being impord 


upon in this Matter, I think it is manifeſt they 
impos'd upon themſelves the Task of findin 
other way, I will not ſay better way, to clear them 
ſelves from being of the Principles of thoſe Men 
of whom they have thus made themſelves a — 
certainly they will find this to be abſolutely nec 

ry, for ſeeing they tell us openly that they are fn 
in the Faith, that they own the Doctrine of the 
Trinity as expreſs'd in their former Confefliong, 
they will find it neceſſary to them to diſtinguiſh 
themſelves in ſome effectual manner from chaſe 
with whom they divided, from cheir Brethren ; and 
how they will do this, or how they will perſwade the 
World they are not fallen from the Faith F they do 
not, we wait to ſee; for I muſt confeſs, to me it 
ſeems that they have brought themſelves into a La- 
— which they will not eaſily find the way om 
of. 

If they think to do it by a publick Declaration o 
their Opinion in the Doctrine of the Trinity, which 
indeed ſeems the only way they have leſt, firſt of all 
it will be hard for them to do even this, without 
uſing either the ſame Words of the Article and An- 
ſwers propos d, or ſome other, perhaps leſs expre(- 
ſive, and therefore not leſs lyable to Exception, fance 
the Compoſition of Words has been ſo well choſen, 
and ſo often deliberated, that the Learning and Wit 
of Man could never yet find out Words better adap- 
ted to the thing they were to expreſs, or better 


fortify'd againſt all poſſible Cavils and Exceptions 


from the Enemy. 
If chen they take the ſame Form of Words, they 
will bave a bard Task to find out a ſufficient Rea» 
ſan why they did not joyn in the ſame Declaration 
With their Brethren, and if they do not uſe GEL 
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| (163+ 
Form of Words, they will be ſorely put to it to 
find another chat ſhall not give u juſt Reaſon to 
ſuſpect their Sincerity. . ü 
But not to beg the Queſtion of them in the 
leaſt Tittle, I will for once ſuppoſe that they 
may (tho I ftill doubt it) find out ſome ſubſe- 
quent Method to ſatisfy the World that they 
are not couch'd in Principle at the Queftion in 
diſpute, and that tho they have joyn'd with thoſę 
who they know are unſound in Doctrine in de- 
clining to fign the Declaration propos d, for Rea- 
ſens as above, yet that they do not at all joyn 
with them in their Opinion, but are themſelves 
ſound in the Orthodox Faith, believing the Son 
1571 Chriſt to be God equal with the Father, I 
ay ſuppole this, tho I do not grant it. 

What Countenance to Error have they given, 
in aſſiſting a Party to form a Majority which 
they now boaſt of, as due to them in their divi- 
ded Capacity as to Doctrine, and which it had 
been impoſſible for them ever to have pretended 
to 


Is the nicety of a meer Quibble, concerning 


propoſing or impoſing, ſufficient to juſtify your go- 
ing over to a Party who are enter'd into a new 


Engagement againſt the Honour of our Re- 


deemer? Can you be with them, when you ſay 
you are notof them, and would they have been 
able to have held up their Head againſt the Or- 
thodox Miniſters of Diſſenters, it you had not 
joyn'd them? what Shame is this to the Diſſent- 
ers themſelves in general, and by what Rules will 
they ſay they Act, when theit Miniſters piqu'd 
againſt one another forthe Punctilio's, of who 
takes upon them too much, or who ſhould ub - 
mic too much, {hall rather joyn with God's Ene-

mies, than yeild an Inch in Superiority to their 
Brethren, which Brethren at the ſame time do

What then is the Scruple pretended, or -is it 
indeed but a Scruple pretended? if ſo, then it 
may ſtill be true which our Enemies boaſt of 
from this Occaſion, (viz.) That a Majority of 
the Diſſenting Miniſters are oppoſers of the 
Doctrine of the Trinity, and deny Jeſus Chriſt | 
to be equal with the Father. | 
God forbid this ſhould be true, but that it is ſo 
taken, as well by thoſe Diſſenters who are of 
the new Opinions, as by the Enemies of the | 
Diſſenters on the Church of England Side, is Y 
moſt True, and is evident from the manner of J 
their printing the Names on either Side in their 
Journals, the Pof-Boy, and other Pamphlets of 
che Party, ſo that by thus joyning with theſe yy 
Men, you are taken to be of them; the Orthodox | 
Profeſſion of Chrif Feſus, God Eternal, and equal 
with the Father, is run down; by your means 
weaker Chriftians are offended, and made to 
waver and ſtagger in their Faith, and in a Word, 
a wound is given to the Intereft of Religion in 
this Nation, too deep, I fear, for any of you to

Is this the Effect of Paſſion or of Pride, if of

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ſome of our Miniſters, of whom it muſt now be 
ſaid, that they have not, in all things, acted with 
the Candor and Prudence that became their Pro- 
feſhon. | 

As tothe Pride I forbear to ſpeak of it, all is, Di- 
viſions have too much of the haughty Spirit in them, 
but I deſire to caſt the Mantle of Charity over all 


the Infirmities of our Bretheren, and rather Place 


this to the Account of the want of Temper, which 


was indeed the unhappineſs of the meeting perhaps 


on all Sides; but that being ſuppos'd, it might be 
hoped che cooler Thought will direct co a review 
of your Conduct, and you will ſeperate from the Tent 
of thoſe Men, for if you do not partake with them 


in the Oltence, why ſhould they, by your means, - 


obtain the Reputation among Men, of having a Ma- 
jority among the Miniſters in favour of their Errors. 

Eicher their are upon a Diviſion, a Majority ct 
the Diſſenters, the Miniſters I mean, againſt the Do- 
ctrine of the Divinity of Chriſt, or there are ſome 
other Things in Diſpute, on which this Diviſion was 
made : Some are mighty buſy in perſwading the 
World to believe that the Diviſion was not upon 
the Point of Doctrine, but upon the nicety of ſub» 
ſcribing to any thing at the peremptory Command 
of « few warm Men, who they ſay aſſum'd to them- 
ſ-lves an Authority of impoſing Creeds upon their 
Brerheren, which they had no juſt Authority to do. 

But with Submiſſion, this is not true in Fact, for 
let them prerend what they will, and gloſs it over 
with wha: ine Words they will, whatever they un- 
derſtand of the Reaſon of their refuſing to ſubſcribe, 
the World underſtand it, a refuſing to own and re- 
cognize the Doctrine, and it was no leſs in reallity; 
tor whatever Cavils might be rais'd at the Occaſion 
or at the Manner of requiring a Subſcribtion, the 


Thing 
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Thing really in Debate was the Doctrine of God- 
head, and Eternity of Chriſt, and nothing elſe, and 
all the World that hears it muſt take it ſo; for no 
Men can ever be fo blind as to think che Miniſters 
of the Goſpel, if they had not differ'd eſſentially 
in the Point before them, would have broke with 
one another as they did, for the meer Ceremony of 
Signing or nat Signing. 

The World will preſently conclude, that if it 
was the meer nicety of impoſing that made the 
reſuſers refuſe, they would yet have taken ſome 
care to have clear'd up their Characters from the 
Charge of being unſound in the Faith, and have at 
leaſt effectually ſeperated themſelves from the other 
Party who are known Oppoſers of the Doctrine 
which thoſe profeſs to believe. 

But as it now ſtands, we muſt own there is no 
room to ſuppoſe, but that they all divided upon a 
Doctrinal Queſtion, and that the refuſers have evi- 
dently refusd to acknowledge the Godhead of 
Chriſt Jeſus, and that in as open a manner as poſſi- 
ble, having refus'd to Recognize the Fundamental 
Article of their Confeſſion, which they formerly 
ſubſcrib'd to. 5 

Nor do the other People, with whom theſe Mi- 
niſters joyn'd underſtand it any otherwiſe, or flick to 
make their boaſts, that a Majority of the Minitters 
of their Opinion, and indeed they have room enough 
to do ſo, for if they had not, they would never 
have divided with them upon the great Queſtion of 
ſubſcribing to the{belief of the Trinity. T ofay hat 
the Queſtion was not upon the Point of Faith, bur 
the bare Subſcription, would be to ſay very liitle ro 
the Purpoſe, unleſs it ſhould be to ſay, it was a 
Teſtimony that they had very little regard to tne

that could be diſputed upon, that they would 
ſo far give it up, and pretend to come off by a 
nicety about the Perſons propoſing to them to 
ſubſcribe. 

Let them therefore depend upon it, that in re- 
fuſing the Subſcription, they have refus'd the 
Doctrine, and rejected the Godhead and Eter- 
nity of Chrift as far as they are capable of re- 
jecting it, and ſo the World do and will under- 
ſtand ic, unleſs they take ſome ſpeedy Courſe to 
clear up that Point to the World, and to let the 
People, who boaſt of the Advantage obtain d by 

"their means know, that they deteft the Error, 
and that they are not with them in their Opi- 
nions, however they might joyn with them in 
declaring the Subſcription, 

I] obſzrve in chis juncture that the Miniſters of 
Exceſter, whoſe Weakneſs was the unhappy 
groundwork of the ill manag'd Debate we are 
now ſpeaki''g of, have, or at leaſt One of them, 
has publiſh'd ſomething in their Defence, how 
far it may ſerve to excuſe them in the Eyes of 
other Chriftians, I may conſider by it ſelf ; but 
I am perſwaded it will contribute nothing to 
the excuſing the Perſons I am ſpeaking of, who 

1 at the ſame time that they deny the Opinion, 
1 have joyn'd with the Perſons, and thereby 
14 brought a Scandal not upon themſelves only, 

but upon the whole Body of the Diſſenters, as 
| if a Majority of them were fallen from their 
Principles, and were tainted with the new He- 
| reſies, for ſuch 1 muft call them, in oppoſing 
the Divinity of our Bleſſed Redeemer. 
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If thoſe People have eſpouſed any New Principles 
concerning our bleſſed Redeemer, why dothey evade 
the Queſtion ? Truth cometh to the Light, Inno- 
cence covets the ſtrongeft Teſts, the narroweſt In- 
quiſition, the ſtricteſt Search. If they have not enter- 
tained new Notions or Principles, why are they af- 


 fraid to declare their old ones, 


If their new Notions are ſuch as may be defended, 
why ſhould they ſham defending them? if they are 
not, why ſhould they not be examined into? Mr. 
Peirce lays in his Caſe of the Miniſters ejected at Exon, 
that if it was to be a religious Teſt, that Three and 
Two makes Frye, he would not ſubſcribe ; but he 
does not give one Seaſon for ſuch a Stiffneſs that hag 
any Force in it, in the Caſe in Hand. The Reaſon 
he pretends to give is thus; That l verily believed, 
& that the worſt Miſchief had been done to the 
* Church of God by impoſing unſcriptural Creeds 
4 or Teſts upon Men; and that now God had flirr'd 
« up a noble Spirit in Men, in whom we little ex- 
* pected it, to plead againſt Impoſitions; and there- 
* tore I could not in Conſcience tamely give up the 
Liberty they were ſo bravely detending. ” 


Now pray. what is this to the recognizing the Act 
of their former Confeſſion, or letting People know 
whether they were of the ſame Opinion in the Cauſe 
diſputed, (vix.) That of the Doctrine of the Tri- 
nity, or whether as the Perſon quoted aboveſaid, they 
had altred their Judgment? I think there is no ſuffi- 
cient Reaſon why any Man ſhould, with ſo much 
Stiffne refuſe to ſatisfy his Hearers, whoſe Souls 
are in ſome Meaſure caſt upon him, and for whom 
he ought to expreſs much more Tenderneſs, than to 
refuſe to declare a Truth fo evident, and which he 
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was ſo Clear in, as he muſt be in the Point of 
Three and Two making five. It favours of a Tem- 

r very far from the Scripture Rule of Charity, 
and the Affection to Souls which every Miniſter, 
as a Paſtor of Chriſt's Flock, ought to have, 
whoſe Office, as by Chriſt's Command to Peter, 
is to ſeed his Sheep, and even, as Chrif the good 
Shepheard did, to lay down his Life for the 


Sheep, 


Inſtead then of giving a Scripturę Rule for 
his Stiffneſs, or any Example from the Scripture, 
to juſtify their being ready to render an Account 
of their Faith, on the other Hand, he tells a 
long Story of God having ſtirr d up a Spirit in 
Men to plead againſt Impoſitions, which by the 
way is a Circumlocution which we are left to 
underſtand many Ways, and does not lead us 
directly to any thing which concerns the Point 


in Hand. Unleſs we can be convinc'd that deſi- 


ring to know whether Men continue in the ſame 
Principles they were formerly willing to pro- 
feſs, why ſhould Men be ſo unwilling to ex- 
preſs themſelves with clearneſs and plain neſs in 
thoſe Fundamental Articles, without which 
their Hearers cannot acquieſce in their Miniſtry 2 
Is there nothing due to the Peace and Satis- 
faction of their People; ſuppoſe we ſhould ſay 
the weaker Chriſtians? Is there no regard ow- 
ing them from theic Minifters? Or is the Sa- 
tisfaction of the Congregation of ſo mean Im- 
port to Mr. Pierce, that to quiet their Minds he 
would not ſo much as give it under his Hand, 
that Three and Two makes Five ? | think this 
may be of the two, much rather be call'd Impo- 


ſizion than the ocher; ſor it Impoſes our People 
to

to ſubmit to the Miniftry and Inſtruction of 
their Paſtors, whatever Errors they may fall in- 
to. While Mr. Pierce talks of a noble Spirit of 
Liberty inſpiring the Minifters, he yet ſeems to 
take from the People the Liberty of chooſing 
Orthodox Miniſters, and declaiming them when 
they ceaſe to be ſo, a Liberty which I hope the 
the Diſſenters will never give up, and which 


they are every where bravely Defending, . to uſe 


his own Words. And that this Matter may be 


ſet in a clear light, I deſire to ftate the Matter of 
Chriſtian Privileges with Mr. Pierce in a few 
Words. 


The Liberty of Chriſtians chooſing their own 
Paſtors, is a Privilege ſo evidently due to them, 
as well from Reaſon and from Scripture, as from 
the nature of Religion it ſelf, that it is one of 
the main eſſential Points of Church Teſts and 
Order, on which the Diſſenters have differ'd 
from the Church of England. 


* 


At the Time when their Minifters are thus In- 


ducted, they receive Ordination by the Impoſi- 
tion of Hands, &c. of other Minifters, and for 
a Satisfaction of the Congregation Chooſing, 
make a Declaration of their Principles, chat it 
may be known that they are found in Doctrine. 


As I have ſaid before, it is in the Terms of 
this Declaration that the Relation of Paſtors and 
People is reciprocally enter'd 'into ; by both 
Miniſter and People, I would only ask Mr. Pierce 
whether he thinks that if he, or any other Mi- 
niſter had, at their Ordination expreſt their Be- 
. lief of the Doctrine of the Trinity in the doubt-

fal epuivocal Expreflion, which he ſays Mr. N. 
6 thers propos'd, or which are now frequently 
made uſe of, and that he had declar'd he would 
not, to give them Satisfaction, ſubſcribe to this 
Truth as a Teſt, (wiz.) That Three and Two 
makes Five ; I (ay, I would only ask him, if he 
thinks any Congregation would have choſen or 


accepted him.

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As they choſe him in the Terms of his Decla- 
ration of Faith, ſo they ſit under his Miniſtry 
on the ſuppoſition of his continuing ſtedfaſt in 
the Faith; if at any time he relinquiſhes the 

| Principles he then confeſt, they have an un- 
doubted Right of Relinquiſhing his Miniſtry, 
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Upon this Foot, which I think is very clear, 
the Seven Miniſters, all of whom are known to 
be worthy, reverend, and upright Men, of Cha- 
raters untainted, and never attack d before on 
any Account whatſoever, much leſs with fo 
much Indecenſy and Bitterneſs as Mr. Pierce in 
; his Caſe, (who is junior to them all) has attack'd 
6 them. 


The juſtice of their being call'd to take Cog- 
niſance of this Matter by the People is indiſ- 
putable, the Diſſenters Circumſtances not ad- 
mitting them to form any other Judicature than 
ſuch as the voluntary Submiſſion of the People 
gives Authority to. The Miniſters thus acting, 
may perhaps, eſpecially when the Account 
Mr. Pierce ſeems to Promile, comes to light, not 
be wanting to Truth, and their own Detence, in 
giving a full Account of their Proceedings, and 
perhaps may have lomething to ſay in their juſt 
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(25) | 
Vindication, that may clear them from the unjuſt 
Challenge of Inquiſitors, and from ſome other Im- 
pntations as ill-beconung Mr, Feirce, as they are ill 
ſupported by Truth. 


As to the Advantage the Proprietors of the Meet- 
ing-Houſes haye taken to keep out of the Place of 
Worſhip Men declining a juſt Declaration of their 
Belief in the great Object of Worſhip, the Trinity, 
I cannot but think, that however they obtained that 
Power, they have made uſe of it for the true Ends 
for which it. was veſted in them, (viz.) For the Ser- 


vice and Worſhip of God, in ſuch a Mann, erand to 


God ſo and ſo underſtood, known, believ'd in, and 
confeſs'd, as the Miniſters formerly officiating there 
had all along preach'd and confeſs'd him; it cannot 
be reaſonable to think that the Doors of the Place of 
Worſhip ſhould be open to Men to preach, whoſe 
Principles the Hearers being not ſatisfied in, they 
were likewiſe not ſatisfied to hear. 


As to what Mr. Peirce alledges concerning the Op- 
{hon and Violence of taking the Key of the 
eeting-Houſe, I think it needs very little Anſwer; 
but what is already given by Mr. Peirce, he owns 
the Place was built at the common charge; 
the Gentlemen were made Proprietors only for 
* Form Sake, the Law making it neceſſary the 
cc property ſhould be veſted in ſome Perſons ; and 
& the geater the Confidence was that was placed in 
t them, the more intolerable was their Oppreſſion 
* when they betray'd their Traft. ;Tis plain the 
* People deſfign'd the Houſe for their own Uſe in the 
* Worſhip of God, and that it ſhould be at their 
« Diſpoſal. This was virtually own'd by them, as 
alten as they left the People to the Choice — a 
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(26) | 
* Miniſter. If they who were diffatisfy*d had with- 
« drawn from us, and gone where they liked better; 
or if they had attemp ted to eject us by the Votes 
« of the People, we are too much Friends to Li- 
« berty to have troubled the World with ſuch a 
4 publick Complaint : But if theſe Proprietors may 
« rightfully ſhut che Doors againſt whom the Peo- 
« ple chaſe, or (which is all one) may make them- 
ce ſelves the abſolute Judges whom to admit, or 
© whom to exclude, Ican't ſee why thePeople ſhould 
% ever more be concern'd in any Choice at all. 
« Theſe Gentlemen have by this means the 
* tual Advowſon of the Living; and if the People 
« will bear ſuch an Inſult upon their Liberty and 
« juſt Right, there's an End of one Principle the 
“ Piſſenters have always pretended to hold. I think 
r jt becomes them, as ever they will ſhew them- 
te ſelves Friends to Liberty, to proteſt againſt ſuch 
« unjuſt and oppreſſive Methods, I ſhall always ſu- 
e ſpect a Cauſe which the 'Zealots can find in their 
6 Hearts to ſupport by ſich Injuſtio. 


© I ſuppoſe ſome Notice will be taken of it for 
© the ſake of the common People; as to Men of 
* Senſe, we know they cannot but deſpiſe it. As to 
© ourſelves, we have over and over declar'd, that 
* we are intirely ſatisfy d in all that the Scripture 
* aſſerts concerning Chriſt, and ready to ſubſcribe 
* toany Words taken from thence. 


In this Quotation is to be ſeen evidently the Opi- 
nion of the principal Part of the Hearers of Mr. Peirce; 


and Mr. Hallots Meeting. Mr. Peirce acknowledges 
that the Truſtees had a legal Right ta take Poſſeſſion 
of che Houſe ; he ſays it was given them in Truft 


and 


and for Form Sake; but let it be ask d again was 
this Truſt for the Miniſter or the People? they do 
not pretend the Firſt, nor do they ſay, or ſo much 
as intimate that the three Truſtees did it without the 
Conſent or Directions of the People, from whom 
they receiv d the Truſt; nay, the contrary is ſtrong- 
ly inferr'd in the Anſwer, that the Truſtees gave, 
vix. That they were able to maintain what they bad done. 


Mr. Peirce indeed inſinuates, that the Majority of 
the ſmall Pagers as he calls them, was on their Side, 
tho that it is plain has not yet been put to the Try- 
al, and it is not without Ground ſuppoſed that when 
it is put to the Tryal fairly, it will appear to be o- 
therwiſe; the Buſineſs it ſeems is, that they would 
have the Queſtion put for a Majority among the 
People, before the main Queſtion in Point of Do- 
ctrine was ſufficiently known ; and this I think ſa- 
yours of a Kind of Subtilty, and does not look fo 
upright as I could wiſh. That they would have the 
People to vote for their continuing to preach, before 
they had made any Declaration to give Satisfaction 
in the ſoundneſs of th ir Principles; this looks as if 
they depended upon the People's Ignorance for their 
Eſtabliſhment, and would make uſe of the Affection, 
not the Judgment of the People, whereas the juſter 
way by far, ſeems to be, to let their real Principles 
be firſt known, and then let the People vote freely 
beſides: With what Satisfaction could the elder, and 
perhaps more grave and capable Members of the 
Church or Congregarion fit down, by having Men 
ot unſound Principles for the fake ot a Majority, 
who may be at preſent favourably inclin'd to them, 
be allow'd to infuſe thoſe unſound Principles into 
the weaker Part of the People, and impaſe upon 
their Judgments by the Advantage they at preſent 
| | N D 2 | might 
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might have from the good Opinion they had of their 
" Miniſter? ſurely tis much more reaſonable that 
ſhould have been ſuſpended at Officio, if not 
cis, till they had given Satisfaction of their Sound- 
neſs in Doctrine, and of their Opinion in the great 
Point in Queſtion, There may no doubt a Time 
come when the Favourers of Error will be farther 
- diftinguiſh'd,and even the meaneſt of Chriſtians ſhall 
know and underſtand them; and without farther 
entring upon the Enquiry about a Majority, the e- 
jetted Miniſtry, as they call themſelves, are, it ſeems, 
putting it upon a Tryal, being as Mr. Peirce himſelf 
bas publiſhed, going to build themſelves a Meeting- 
Houſe, when it will early appear who has the Ma- 
jority, the Profeſſors of the Orthodox Faith, or the 
Favourers of the Arian Hereſy. 
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And that this may not ſeem more ſevere or un- 
charitable than it is intended, no Severity or Uncha- 
ritableneſs being deſign d here, or any Perſonal Re- 
flection whatſoever, I muſt ſhew in a few Words, 
that nothing is ſaid in this, but was is evident from 
Mr. Peirce's own. Words, Which 1 ſhall leave every 


impartial Reader to judge of. 


In the 17th page of Mr. Peirce Caſe, he com- 
plains of a Pamphlet, publiſhed J ſuppoſe in Exor, 
entiruled Aris Detected; in Peirce's Words, are theſe, | 
being Part of what was quoted above, 


On Monday the 19th was publiſhed a Pamplilet, 
*intituled, Arius Detected and Confuted, &c. Twas 
* defign'd to come out a little ſooner ; but twas time 
© enough to ſhew the Spirit of the Man. "Tis indeed 
a Pamphlet written with as much weakneſs and bit- 
terneſs as can be ſuppos d. The whole Deſign is to 
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© expoſe us to Hatred and Scorn; charging us with 
Things we do not own as that Chriſt is a Creature, 
c. confidently aſſerting we hold fo, tho we deny 
*it; reviling us as Arians, tho we difown the pecu- 
© lar Opinions of Arias. 


That Arias was deam'd a Heretick by all the Or: 
| thodox Chriſtians of the Primitive Times, and his 
| Opinions ſo blaſphemous and abominable, that they 
are never ſpoken of by the antient Chriſtians, but with 
Deteſtation, and his very Name always attended 
with ſome Marks of Infamy ; yet there is nothing 
more remarkable in all Mr. Peirce's Caſe, than his 
ſpeaking ſo warily as to his own nor being of Ariur s 
| Opinion, and ſo favourably of thoſe Opinions. 


Mr. Pierce is too much a Maſter of Language 
to want Words more fully to have expreſsd him- 


ſelf, tho' he had not joyn'd ay Epithets of ab- 
horrence to Diſtinguiſh himſelf, 


But tis ſomething ſtrange, that when there is 
a ſtrong ſuſpicion of a Miniſter's being infected 
with Arianiſm, and that carried on fo far, and 
made fo publick, that a breach of ſuch a nature 
as this is has follow'd it; he ſhould content him- 
ſelf, and efteem it a ſufficent Defence againſt all 
| that has been offer'd, to ſay, he diſowns the 
© peculiar Opinions of Arius : It had at leaſt been 
a ſtop towards giving his Hearers ſome Satis- 
faction, if he had thought fit to tell us whar choſe 
PECULIAR Opinions of Arius were which he 
diſowns, and what Opinions of Arius he does 
not diſown; for it is very plain, he does not 
*-difown all Ariuss Opinions, becauſe he only 
fays he diſowns the peculiar Opinons of Arizs. 
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I know there is room here to argue that the 
Opinions of Arius, by which he was publickly 
ſtigmatiz' d as a Heretick, were general not pe- 
culiar, that he decry'd Orthodox Faith in gene- 
ral ; but chat they may not ſuggeſt a Cavilling 
Spirit in their Opoſers, IT wave that, and only 
inſiſt upon this, that they ought to have told us 
what peculiar Opinions of Arius which they diſ- 
own'd were, and whether this is one of them, 
(viz.) That the Son of God was not equal, and of 
one ſubſtance with the Father? If they had ſaid they 
diſown'd this in particular, it might have been 
ſome advance in favour of an Explication ; but 
to ſay only, that they diſown the particular Opi- 
nions of Arius, and not expreſs what thoſe Opi- 
nions are, is laying themſelves open to ſuch a 
Cenſure, as no innocent Man could be eaſie un- 
der, From hence, and from the Characters of 
the Seven Miniſters who have cenſur'd them, 
whoſe Sincerity and Ability is well known, I 
cannot but think Mr. Pierce's Cafe is really no 
Vindication, but that in a Word he has left the 
real Caſe of the ejected MiniFers at Exon, in a 
worſe Condition than we found it, and we muſt 
be contented to wait for thoſe other Writings on 
the Subject which Mr. Pierce in the Caſe gives us 
Reaſons to expect. 


In the mean time I cannot but obſerve, and 
with this I ſhall conclude, that by the way of 
arguing now us'd, avoiding plain Declarations 
upon pretence of Liberty, and of not being 
willing to impoſe upon the Gentlemen and Mi- 
nifters of this Party, ſtudiouſly avoid coming 
directly to the Thing, avading the Queſtion, 

object 
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obje&ing againſt Declarations, &. on other 
Accounts, but not one of them will, either iy 
their own Forms or any other, give us a clear 
View of their Opinions in the Doctrine of the 
Trinity; and I think it cannot be call'd unjuſt 
for us to conclude from thence, that they are 
not clear in it themſelves ; if they were, they 
would not be backward to own it, for no Man 
fond of being ſupected. When they pleaſe to 
give us à clear, fair, open Declaration of their 
Faith in this Point, we ſhall pay all the Defe- 
rence poflible to their Perſons, and give all the 
Weight they can deſire to their Arguments, not 
being doubtful but we ſhall be able to give them 
a fair Anſwer,
